seemed to increase the selling. Selling 
was general coming from commission 
houses, locals, professionals, the South, 
New Orleans Snd abroad,' while the 
buying' was confined to trade down 
purchases and co-operative buying of 
October. 


Short covering Was more effective 


in restricting the breka than any oth- 
er single factor, but even this was 
lacking in its usual volume. 


Developments were extremely bear- 


ish. Markets abroad continued to 
break, while trade advices were less 
optimistic than earlier in the season. 
Saks at Alexandria broke to the low- 
est levels On record to around the 14 
cents mark.

ners there were using'the Egyptian 
staple in preference to American be- 
cause of .its better quality and com- 
parative cheapness. Manchester re- 
ported /xtreme dulness.
